"Dear Mr. Hdge: 3 (1/64 
"T am pleased to say that the letter to you by Mr. Aher wae an exact quote’ of a letter 
to him about a week ago, which letter was also a verification of an excellent report of 
reception. , 
"I should like to use this space in your bulletin for a nessage which should be of im- 
portance to all radio club members, My subject is verification of reception reports, 
You see, gontlemen, I am sitting on the other side of the fence; perhaps we can briefly 
communicate through it. Although in the technical end of things at an Ah. and MM broad. 
cast operation, I too get a bang out of hearing some flea-pow.ered fallow on the other 
side of the country tuming up his rig. AniI get an even bigger bang out of receiving 
a report from someone who happened to hear one of our middle of the night trcansmis- 
sions, I don't check the report against the program log; on a test transiission there 
a3 no procram log. But since I do all the checking of the station, I kmow wt was 
sent. Fronkly, I have yet to receive a report that included wrong program (music, talk 
time, ete.) information. I do, however, insist that the report include stfficient data 
that I can tell that reception did occur. Just recently, however, I reczived an as- 
toundingly accurate report of daytine reception over a distance of about 2000 miles. 
It was 8 days old, Now, really, gang, is this reasonable? Next on my list of sugges- 
tions would be to not ask for veries from grouni-wave-aistance stations. I file these 
reports on tne round file; they serve me no purpose except to kmow that someone was 
listening - our advertisers can tell us that. Certainly it was no cnallenge for the 
receiver. Please, troopers, what aata you ao send shoula be accurate, I don't appre- 
ciate reports that say "about 900 kilocycles", Gst a list of the standard stations if 
you are really sincere. Tell us how strong the signal was, How strong was the inter- 
ference? Fron whom? What tine in what time zone? What kind of receiver and antenna? 
Did the signal sound normal? Distorted, or tinny? Now - please ~- pet that rsport in 
the mail richt now. Go right down to the corner and drop it in tae air-mail slot, And 
if your buddy down the street senis in a copy, he'll naver get a reply. And noither 
will you. I appreciate and will reply now to a prompt accurate report. My wastebasket 
is full of the other kind. But nw that you've read these hints, maybe you'll get a 
little higher percentage of replies. We here, b. the way, don't cara about postare 
Some stations do, Play if@safe, enclose a stamp. Play it safer met and enclose | 
stamped adiressed return envelopes, Type the report and envelope. Be sure the re 
adiress is plainly indicated. Burn your QSL cards ~ they are next to worthless. 
in your letter all possible pertinent data; a QSL card selion. has room for a clear sig 
nature, Tnanks for the ear; I now expect the fallows at NRC to come tnrough with more 
fine reports, 
"Ray: I think this should be a help to us both. I nave included every trend I can 
think of, And believe me, there have been some rotten reports. For example ag in, the 
QSL business, One fellow about 500 miles away said he heard our station ID (Taatts 
all!) "on about 920 kilocycles," His return adiress was listed in small haadwriting on 
the back side of the card. Damn, what an ill-conceived card! I had to start enforcing 
this one-week-deadline after I started noticing cards and lettas from folks coming in 
bearing @ striking resemblance in format to those received about a week earlier. Evi- 
dently some little band started up talling their biddies on carbon paper waat's going 
on, And the tourist; this character obviously passed through town and wrote down stuff 
he heard on the radio. Then when-he got home he wrote out his reception reports. 7 
suspect this char will get all sorts of juicy reports - some may even be log: 
mate, : 
"Of course sometimes we get a report of distant reception from sfy a housevife or a 
postman ov milkman or some other non-club listener, These arefandled in an entirely 
different mamer.
